K. MILLER is making some remarkable 
assertions (for publication in the San 
Francisco press) regarding what has oc- 
curred iri Oakland during .Frank K. 
Mott's tenure as Mayor. ."'It- -is , hardly 
worthwhile to discuss the motive for 
these extraordinary statements, for their 
animus appears on their face. It-is per- 
tinent, however, to examine them and to 
inquire into their meaning. 


For instance, Mr. Miller says Mayor Mott is .-responsible... 


for the franchise on the water front granted the Western Pa- 
cific. The Western Pacific franchise was granted during the 
term of Mayor Olney. About the only opposition-offered to that 
franchise came from the Southern Pacific. 
: 


But does Mr. Miller desire to tear out the Western Pacific 


slips and stop the Western Pacific trains from running into 
Oakland? 


Again Mr. Miller rails at" Mayor Mott because the Key' 


Eoute Company was granted franchise rights on the western 
water front. 


Does Mr. Miller want the Key, Route pier and ferry slips 


torn out? .The,Key Route Company built their pier and slips 
before Mayor Mott came into office. What that system did in 
building up this city and Berkeley is a. matter of public knowl- 
edge. 
• - 
' 


The Key Route pier projects; from a point outside the. city' 


of Oakland—a point within the town of Emeryville, but it; veers 
over on the water front of Oakland. Holding title under the 
Oakland Water Front Company to the frontage lying between 
the Southern Pacific mole and the Emeryville town line, the 
Key Route Company assumed that it had a right to build the 
pier without asking for a franchise. Following the United 
States court decision in the Western Pacific ease and by the 
Southern Pacific's acknowledgment of the city's title, the-Key 
Route Company surrendered its claim to ownership of wharf- 
age rights and asked for a franchise under practically the same 
conditions that were accorded to the Western Pacific and the 
Southern Pacific. 


By this arrangement all the railway corporations with lines 


centering on the Oakland water front were placed on precisely 
the same footing, all became tenants of the city, and' every 
sloud was removed from the city's title.

At the same time the -improvement of the water r front for 


commercial and transportation purposes was assured. The 
city, under Mayor Mott's direction, has begun to improve "both 
the western and southern water front, and thus holds within its 
hands the power to prevent any - combination in restraint of

trade or .to exact excessive tolls. 


But Mayor Mott's solicitude for the. commercial interests 


of the city did not stop here.. In adjusting the water front con- 
troversy with the .Southern Pacific Mayor Mott compelled a 
number of concessions which freed the commerce of Oakland 
from exaction and discrimination. He required the railroads 
.to agree to interchange switching, that is, to allow the cars of 
one line to be switched on other lines for a uniform charge. This 
arrangement permits the cars of any line to reach any point of 
delivery in the city- 
: 


' Up to: the time of this /adjustment Oakland was discrimi- 


nated against as a shipping -point for the interior, a lower rate 
being accorded shippers in SairFrancisco than was given Oak- 
land shippers. For "example, a smaller charge was made for 
shipping lumber to interior points than was made for shipping 
lumber from Oakland. 


Owing to Mayor Mott's efforts, which were ably seconded 


by B. H. Pendletoii, president of the Council, this discrimina- 
tion was abolished, and Oakland now enjoys the same trans- 
portation rates as San Francisco. 
. , 


-;.'. •,:-.'. Had. Mr.:Miller's ideas prevailed the Western Pacific would 
have been running .-into Bay Farm island and the freight dis- 
crimination against Oaklanad would have continued indefiiiite- 


. ly.-. He does not seem to realize that docks and wharves will not" 
bring traffic where there are no rail lines to handle it on land- 
that the conjunction of ship and car is necessary to create a 
center of marine traffic. Nor does he -appear to think the estab- 
lishment of the city in undispttted ownership of the water front 
is an achievement of any consequence. The old order appeals, 
to him. What that was it is not necessary to describe here. 


Mr.. Miller appears to think the collection of tolls is the 


'primary object sought, in improving the water front. The ob- 
ject really is to bring shipping and trade here and to encourage 
the establishment of manufacturing industries at this point. 
To draw to Oakland the commerce of the sea we must provide 
wharf and clock facilities for loading and unloading freight and 
rail facilities for distributing it on land. These facilities must 


be provided as cheaply as possible. Hence the improvements 
projected on the water front will not be constructed as a source 


of immediate profit, bnt as a means of developing the growth, 
industry and commerce of the city. The aim is to make the 
trans-shipment and handling on the water front so cheap and 
convenient that capital and enterprise will seek Oakland as a 
point for investment and the transaction of business. 


Mr. Miller's ideas of commercial development belong to 


the scow and mudflat era. They cherish the theory that com- 
merce should be taxed and repelled instead of invited, encour- 
aged and relieved of exaction; that hostility to railroad "building 
is a public duty, and that stagnation is better than improve- 
ments in which private enterprise has a contributing and profit- 
able share.

Street Railway Improvements. 


For several 'years past the street railway systems in Oakland 


have been undergoing a. thorough modernization and .expansion. 
-The work is still in progress and being more actively carried on and 
developed on -broader and more comprehensive lines than ever. Oak- 
land is, in fact, rapidly becoming the most important electric rail- 
way center on the Pacific Coast. 


At the present time the Southern Pacific Company is vigor- 


ously modernizing its entire interurban transportation system. The 
abolition of the steam locomotive as its operating agent is close at 
hand, and the employment of electricity as a motive power in its 
stead will be heartily welcomed by the community at large. Re- 
tracking Webster street, from the Harrison street drawbridge to 
Fourteenth and Franklin, is now in progress. Reconstruction is be- 
ing done with a view to permanency. Rails and roadbed are of such 
a substantial character that they will doubtless long outlive the 
present generation. 


The granting of a new franchise for an electric railway on Sev- 


enth street enables the Southern Pacific Company to proceed at 
once with the modernization of that line which must be completed 
before November 19, when the steam railroad franchise expires, to 
enable the company to maintain the ferry transportation service 
uninterruptedly. This transformation from steam to electricity will, 
therefore, be rushed through in possibly less than seven months1 


time. With the conversion of the railroad tracks on Seventh street, 
the company will repave and regutter and curb the whole length 
of that thoroughfare from Bay street to Fallen street in accordance 
with the agreement made by it with the property-owners. 
The 


change will transform the whole character of Seventh street "and 
make it the most important business crosstown thoroughfare in the 
citv. Besides it will have a marked influence on the character of 
the whole territory lying to the south, the improvement and devel- 
opment of which has been arrested by the steam railroad deadline 
since the day it was opened to traffic. 
The new local lines of the 


Southern Pacific will be provided with the most irrfproved modern 
equipments. 


Another addition to the web of electric interurban railways 


centering in Oakland will soon be in evidence in the case of the 
Oakland and Antioch Electric Railway, which has been recently re- 
organized and its field of inter-count)- operation extended to Stock- 
ton, as the O'akland, Antioch and Stockton Railway. The obstacles 
presented to the company's petition for a franchise through the city 
to the western waterfront have recently been removed, and it is 
understood that its tracks will be laid to the new municipal wharf 
in the Key Route basin which the Board of Public Works has de- 
cided to construct as the first of the series of wharves to be built in 
that quarter by the municipality for the accommodation of com- 
merce and the preliminary work fo_r which is now in progress. This 
new wharf will be built to accommodate the bay and river com- 
merce, for which an urgent demand exists.

Rev. G. A. Martell Continues 


Sermons on Old Leaders 


in New Lights. 


Continuing the .course of sermons on 


"Qld Leaders in New Lights" at the 
Claremont Baptist church yesterday. Rev. 
Q. A. Martelt discussed" thn character of 
Joseph. He salfl in part: 
. "Joseph ,-vvas. a promoter in so far as 
he could .see :the future In the' present. 
In his home among his brethren he was 
dubbed in ridicule (the dreamer.' His 
genius was ,revealed in the fact that he 
could see farther than his contemporaries 
and that &ave him power. 


"Joseph's public policy at bottom'was 


very simple; 
it was based upon rigid 


economy. The. corn which the land"pro- 
duced during; the seven years of plenty 
was stored In granaries against the time 
of famine. Joseph's policy has been en- 
dorsed by many of bur leading statesmen 
of today. There Is no nation so prodigal 
of its natural resources as ours. 
Our 


eyes have only been opened recently to 
the wisdom of conservation. 


"Joseph has been criticised.-in the car- 


rying out of his administrative policy. He 
has been charged with enslaving the peo- 
ple and changing their .plans of residence 
arbitrarily. These charges-are .serious if 
true. As a matter of fact we have" not 
historical material enough to. apprehend 
the full significance of his administra- 
tion. In that case It is safe to accept 
the judgment of his contemporaries, who 
ware better acquainted with the facts. 
Joseph was held as a savior by those of 
his own day and was very popular. 


"One thing remains 
certain—Joseph 


enabled a large population to survive 
long and severe 
famine, and that 


something which some modern gover- 
nments with present facilities for produc- 
tion and transportation have not always 
been able to do, as witness the distress 
ing famines which .periodically visit In 
dia and China.
